If Brsmanox had really meant to resign the 
power he has ao long and so imperfously 
used, the time would ‘be seasonable for an 
interebangs of hearty congratulations. be- 
tween Germany and England. The two Em- 
pires would be well rid of the Ministers who 
have been both alike false to the. constitu- 
tional theory of the high offices they have 
held and reckleas of all responsibility. to 
the German and English peoples in their 
home interests and advancement. The 
careers. of Prince Bismarck and 
Lord Beacowsrie:p call for no de- 
tailed comparison, and, admit of none, 
except in ‘some minor particulars, because 
of the wide difference between the men. 
Both are tricksters’as often as deceit best 
gerves their purposes, but when intrigue 
fails, BisMARcR boldly hews his way to suc- 
gess by strength of arm, while the English 
juggler hag generally had to conceal defeat 
by further sleight-of-hand.. The German’s 
greatness has conquered the world’s respect 
in spite of hig grave faults, and he will re- 
main a massive and conspicuous. figure. in 
history. The hollow pretensions of Lord 
BEAcons¥izLD haye deceived only those 
willingly blind, and his character will sur- 
yive his downfall only as a melancholy 
ruin, Against united Germany, on the. one 
hand, we must put, on the other, England’s 
power, s elgimed in circulars and surren- 
dered in secret conventions.” 

But Germanyis not yet by any means sure 
that she can get along without the Chancel- 
lor whoge iron arm has. thug far supported 
her. ‘When, in+he:course of a quarrel with 
the Bundesrath, he sends his resignation to 
the Emperor, that merely shows that the 
quatrel ig more serious than usual, for the 
Yesult is the same—the Bundesrath yields.

LABOR ‘AND THE STORE SYSTEM. 


One of the worst practical evils in the 
resent relations between capital and labor, 
and one to which the champions of the latter 
might Wisely give more attention, is the de- 
vice of attaching an employer's store to the 
manufactory. It is by no means & commonly 
oat system—for it could never obtain a foot- 
old in cities and large towns, where the whole- 
gome rule of regular cash payment of wages as 
fast as earned prevails—but it flourishes in 
pack districts; where the snelent and «thor 
oughly mischievous “credit” habit of dealing 
still lingers, Those of us who passed our boy- 
hood in country towns may remember how 
almost invariable was the practice to “charge 
it,” and to settle occasionally—or never—and 
how constant were the inquiry and guess whether 
such and such 9 person was. “good”; also that 
loss by bad debts was.a considerable factor in 
the caleulations and reqults of the country 
er. This practice-—born of the fewness of 
exe scareity of circulating money, and slow- 
ness of communication—lingers yet in districts 
where these ‘conditions comparatively prevail, 
and particularly where production ig confined al- 
oat exclusively to a single taterest. The 
custom of yearly or semi-yearly ‘settlements 
with purchasers is made the excuse for 
@ tacit understanding under which employes 
have no right todemand payments at shorter in- 
tervals, although smali sums of cash are grant- 
ed, ag a concession, and charged upon account. 
The extent of this concession varies with differ- 
ent employes, and the tendency probably is to- 
ward 8 slow adoption of the full gash’ system. 
Store orders are given to some extent, but as 
they are fully or very ‘neatly the equivalent of 
cash in purchasing power at the stores where 
presented, they are a convenienge which harms 
i) one, uniess in delaying ‘the adoption of the 
cash system. Some of the largest manufac- 
turers adopt stores on thelrown account, and 
they pay probably nine-tenths Of their wages, 
oth to hands in the’ shops directly ‘and to the 
many others whodo work in their houses, in 
the tacit but quite distinct understand- 
ing being that employment is granted on this 
condition. 

Money is paid sometimes in driblets, as a 
favor, but this favoring has to be regulated 
with discretion lest the majority remonstrate 
at the favoritism. The employes are free to 
demand money, and may get it, but the re 
sult will be that when the next year’s hiring 
comes around, ‘the one who ‘rebelled: at 
the system will be left ontside, If a minor is 
employed, cash may be paid during minority ; 
when he tharries and seta up housekeeping, the 
store will get a dependent. If, however, he 
boards, his: landlord ‘will probably be # shop- 
man—becanse the shop dominates and absorbs 
everything—and his board can be credited” to 
the landlord, to be taken out in goods, ‘The 


storekeeper-employer charges his own “prices. 


Ase concession to labor, be can advance ‘the 
nominal day’s wages 10 per cent, and can then 
dilute the curreney in whieh he pays by mark- 
ing up bis goods 15 per cent; he can 
even make the Dutch storekeeuer's ‘boast 
that he had just. made a ayes 
ing up ‘his goods, “If. somebody wants 
granulated sugar, when he keeps only brown 
or 4; if his prints are remarkable for ugli- 
ness and sleaziness; if the workman finds all 
the boots in stock size too. large or two sizes 
too sniall, the store has no‘suggestion and no

Of course, the man may sin in. this 
particular with impunity. Mer always have 
¢laimed for themselves a license which they will 
not concede to women. For example, an honest 
shoe-maker,the other day, assaulted on the street 
@ woman, stabbing hor in the face witha knife 
When questioned, he cheerfully admitted that - 
he ‘wanted. to ‘mark her for life,” 
and he explained that she had been 
for nine years his wife by agreement, 
though not by the forms of law, and had borne 
him eieht children. Their “home had been a 
happy one, and he had never cast up to her the 
fact that she had had two or more ‘husbands ” 
before he had taken that relation upon himselt. 
Now, this honest shoe -maker. knew that his 
partner had had a checkered experience with 
her previous allezed husbands, yet he was will- 
ing to run the risk of her being faithfal to him, 
notwithstanding he know, as he saya, that she 
had driven one of her former partnars to sui- 
side by “this sort of thing.” Every man_ 
thinks himself the man to be trusted. But

He can tell 
everybody what should be done to avert financial 
calamity, and does tell voluminously ; ; but it 
is suspected that he very rarely takes his own 
advice, Ifhe did, he would sustain more losses 
than are reported to his discredit. Should he 
be prominent, he can be caunted on to give his 
views to amy journalist who asks them, and 
they are apt to be lugubrious and depressing, 
The past he generaily points to as confirmatery 
of his opinions, as indnbitable evidence of his 
perspicacity and wisdom. Seareely any of his 
prophecies turn out yo be Ineky guesses, though 
he will assure the Exchange,.when’ it is safe, 
that he has exactly foreteld all that has hap- 
pened.
